
In th,e windup of its painstaking four-part inquiry Into the 
Warren Eeport on the Kennedy assassination, OBS News con- 
ceded doubt- last nig>ht whett er Lee Harvey Oswald had some 
relationship .with the FBI or ihe CXA. 

The Idea, said narrator V Waiter Cronkite, is '‘not frivolous.” 
He noted :that the two agencies “are silent” and added: “Although 
the Warren Commission had full power to conduct its own in- 
dependent investigation, it permitted the FBI and the CIA to 
Investigate theraselves~and S3 cast a permanent shadow on the 
answers.”

The OBS News inquiry Into the Kennedy assassination set 
new^ standards for TV documentaries, heretofore limited almost 
entirely to one-hour progran s. The sponsor-commercials wei^e 
fortunately there, certainly. The subjects for similarly intensive 
Inquiry are obvious. First ard foremost is the penetration of 
organized crime into supposedly legitimate busness.
